The greatest novelty to Hie In- 
dians, those connoisseurs in scalps, 
has always boon a red-haired white 

man. tied -haired Indians there are 
none, and a red haired white man, 
when taker prisoner, was always a 
Subject of curious regard. They 
were often loath to dispatch such 

a captive, preferring, if possible, to 
keep him as a novelty, of which 
they would be envied t ho possession 
by other tribes. 

Thi> fact thai Simon Kenton, the 
most noted frontiersman of his day, 
second only to D niol Boone, had a 
shook of red hair, had no little to 
do with the saving of his scalp. 
Other things are, of oouiso, to bo 
taken into account,, such as a cool 
head under his fiery locks and a 
pair of Meet feet under his cool 
head. 

Kenton, in the prime of his life, 
was six feet one inoh high in his 
moeasins, and straight as a ramrod. 
lie walked with his loos directly to 
the front, like an Indian. lie had 
a soft, tremulous, voice, slurring 
the letter "r" muck as the mountain 
men of West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky do to-day. He had, say those 
who know him, a laughing gray 
undimmed by reading tine 
print, but admirably suited to a 
lino sighl along a rifle barrel. Ho 
liked fiddling ami dancing, was 
Hie hero and leader al log rollings, 
tint best of all liked hunting Indians 
through the thick forests of Ken- 
tucky and Ohio. Sometimes he 

found the red men; at other times 
they found him. He was of fair 
complexion, good humored, but, 
when in ang-.-i raged like a tornado. 
His credulity was great, and ho was 
only shrewd when his wits were 

engaged against the red men. 

lie was the hero if more remark- 
able escapes from the Indians than 
any man of his time or any time, 
lie was nighl times exposed to 

running the gantlet ami three times 

were the Ingots piled to roast, him. 
His escapes wore attributed by the 

poineors to " Kenton's luok," but 

Kenton's vivid thinking ami his 

ready selecting of the least chance 
for escape should also he taken into 
the reckoning. 

Once, when a captive and held at 

Detroit, an English officer became 
interested in him as a fine specimen 
of manhood and untutored son of 

I lu> forest. Ho saw that Ken Ion 
was fond of smokiug a pipe, Ihe 
bowl of which was probably made 
of a corncob, and gave him a burn- 
ing glass, Bhowing him bow ho could 
light tobacco by focusing the sun's 
rays upon it. 

Kenton was delighted with this 

gilt, which .•unused him "Vs a toy 
amuses a child. With this 
when the sun shone, he had no need 
of Mint, steel, and tinder tO light 

his pipe. 

Two or three years later Kenton 
was ayain a prisoner in the hands 
of the red men. Hound hand and foot 
he was about to be burned at the 
stake. As a last request lie called 
for his pipe. His hands were loos- 
ed, so that ho might use (he (lint. 
Steel, and tinder. Ho waved away 

ihe savage wtio was bringing them 

Extending his hand toward the sun, 
he made 1 incantation.

Smoking out the pipe, the wily 
necromancer again mysteriously 
lighted it- One of the Indians, 

bolder than the others, approached 

for the purpose of making sure of 
the deei thongs that tied the Beet- 
fooled Kenton. As he bent over 

the captive to do this the horning 

was focused upon his head. 
There was a smell ol burning 
hair and flesh, The Indian jump 
oil to his foot, rubbing his head. 
Meanwhile, again HSlng Hie 
ojass. Kenton soi the leaves al 

nle on tire. Ho struggled 

to his foot and boekonod i 
Indian lo unbind his .inkles. The 
frightened savage dared not refuse 
Ihe request of this wonderful medi- 
cine man. 

Kenton approached the heap of

The Indians quickly got out of his 

They hid themselves, shud- 



dering, behind the trees to watch 

this worker of magic. 

Waving his arms above his head, 
he picked np a powder horn that 
had been dropped by one of Ihe 
savages. Ho trailed some of the 
powder along the mound. Again 

the burning glass was to work a 

wonder, focused on the powder, 

there came an explosion and the 

horn was blown to pieces. 

This was loo moot) foi the rod 
men. Peart&g that worse was com- 
ing, thej gave a wild shriek and 
tied. Kenton did not tarry to see the 
course they took. He ran through 
the bushes and took his way un- 
opposed to the white settlements. 

When the Indian wars wore over 
Kenton, brave and generous back- 
woodsman that he was, exporionoed 
much the same treatment at the 
hands of his countrymen that was 
given lo Daniel Bootte. After 
the Indian were gone a rapacious 

set of land-grabbers and specula- 
tore oa me in. Lands which Kenton 

had bought wore lost lo him 
through technical Haws of title! 
lie was even imprisoned for 
debt near the place where ho had 
raised the lirst cabin, planted the 
first corn, and where he had mot 
the savages in many a fight 

This was in Kentucky, which lie 
bad long OOOSidered his homo. 
Beggared by lawsuits ami losses, he 

remoleod to Ohio aboul the year 
1S00. 

In Ohio for a time he was held 
in much regard, notwithstanding 
his poverty. He was a soldier in 
the war of 1818, and for a time 
was a brigadier general in the state 
militia After the " war o( I 
it was called, he returned to his 
cabin in the woods near f rbana, 
Ohio. In :K\!0 he moved lo Mad 
river, in sight of the old Indian 
town of Wappalomiea, where ho 
hail onee boon lied to Ihe slake. 

Even here the poor old man was 
pursued by judgments and ex- 
ecutions from the Kentucky courts 
Ho still had some tracts of moun- 
tain lands in that state, but they 
had been forfeited for taxes, though 

the amount of such taxes would 
to-day bo considered i idioiilously 
small. Il« tried boring for sail. 
These ventures wore failures. His 
last resource was to apply lo the 
Kentucky legislature to release the 
forfeiture. 

lu 1894 a broken old man of 70 
years, mounted on a bony nag, 
started southward from Hie little 
cabin in the Mad river wood 
last lu< reached frank fort, the 

capital of Kentucky. There, in 

what he had known as an unbroken, 
wild wood, stood a City, with tower- 
ing church Bteeples, busy factories 
and the homos of a thriving, happy 
people. 

Ho rubbed his e\ es as ho looked 
at this scene of enchantment. As 
he rode into the oily his Strange 

appearance and ragged attire, the 

shaky bony old horse, whoso ribs 
were so strongly outlined against the 
hide, brought hundreds to their 

doors to sec the aged wanderer. 

'There was not a face ho know. 
There was none who recognized in 
the broken old man (ho hero of 
whom all had heard, the Simon Ken- 
ton of the laughing gray eyes, the 
Curling red locks, light of heart, 
ready of hand, fleet of foot At last 
one in ihis city of strangers recog- 
hini. It was General Fletcher, 

who had been a companion inarms 
in the war of 1818. \l^ grasped the 
Veteran by the hand with a generous 
warmth that brought tears to the 
wan and wrinkled cheeks of the old 
man. 

General Fletcher saw to ii thai 
the second man of the early history 
of the state, Boone having been 

Ihe first, should have a Hue Ken 
lucky woclonie. He made the old 
man Hie lion of the day. \\v was 
given Ihe place of honor, seated in 
the speaker's chair, and hero legis- 
lators, distinguished judges, and 
ns wore introduced lo bin., 
lb' had been "fixed up" by 
oral Fletcher to meet this company, 
the general having bought him a 
suit of t.ew clothes, a new hat, ami 
a shirt with rullles. Hotter than this 
his lands were released, and short- 
ly afterward, by the exertion of a 
number of men of Influence and

States voted him, in recognition of 

his groat services to t ho count i 
pension of |8d0 a year, enough to 

secure his old age from absolute 
want.

lie died in 1836 al the age of SI 
years, in bis little cabin in the 
woods, Bur rounded by his family 
and in sight of the very stmt where 
nearly sixty years before he had 
saved himself from the torture lire 
by means of his wonderful burning 
glass.
